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YB Teachers Approve ‘Counter Moves’ on Cutbacks 


★ ★ ★ 
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Instruct Negotiators to Seek 
MEA Sanction Against Board 


Belleville - Van Buren 
Public School District 
teachers last week 
approved several action 
“guidelines” in an 
apparent counter move 
against recent “cutbacks in 
•school programs approved 
by the Van Buren 
Township Board of 
Education. 

In a special meeting called 
by Van Buren Education 
Association's negotiators and 
held last Thursday evening 
(June 6) at the Belleville High 
School cafeteria, teachers 
motioned and adopted several 
actions in response to reported 
“harassment” by the school 
board and administrative staff 
members. 

Kenneth Askew, chief 
negotiator, said that the 
seesion was called to make a 
progress report to some 300 
teachers that the Association is 
sole bargaining agent for. The 
meeting lasted about three 
hours.

IN A STATEMENT last 
week, Askew objected to the 
•‘cutbacks” contending that 
reductions in programs and 
services is a matter of 
negotiation as they relate to 
working conditions and wage 
schedules of the teachers. 

The school board finalized 
and approved cutbacks totaling 


$448,000 in savings with more 
“to come." 

The cuts inc luded 
elimination of interscholastic 
sports, music and arts programs 
and in addition to other 
educational services, plus the 
half sessions next year for both 
the junior and senior high 
schools. 

The general membership 
meeting attracted some 142 
teachers.

AMONG THE actions 
approved by the local teachers 
was a request to the executive 
committee of the Association 
to ask the Michigan Education 
Association to “sanction” the 
Van Buren School System. An 
investigation would have to be 
made by the NEA before any 
sanction could be issued, it was 
stated. 

If a sanction was issued by 
the MEA* it would mean that 
the local school district is an 
unsatisfactory place to seek 
employment or work for, 
Askew stated. 

A motion to reiterate that 
no schedules relating to teacher 
employment be approved 
without negotiations “in good 
faith and collective bargaining 
procedures” was approved. The 
cuts would bring about a 
reduction in the teaching staff 
of some 36 teachers. 

The teachers expressed 
appreciation of the interest 
shown by the Belleville Area

$5 Million Warehouse 
Proposed in Romulus 


ROMULUS - Construction 
of a proposed $4 to $5 million 
dollar warehouse in Romulus 
Township by the Great Scott 
Supermarkets, Inc., of 
Femdale was announced last 
week by Edmund Bizek, 
supervisor. 

The firm has proposed the 
construction of the large 
industrial project and 
requested the township to 
assist in its financing through 
the issuance of Industrial 
Development Revenue Bonds 
permitted under present 
Michigan statutes. 

At last week’s session of the 
Township Board (June 3), a 
resolution approving the 
issuance of industrial 
development revenue bonds 
was adopted. Board members 
also approved that a notice of 


intention to issue such bonds 
be published. 

BIZEK DISCLOSED that 
the township has been working 
with Robert Michaels of the 
Industrial Development 
Department of the 
Norfolk-Western Railroad 
company owners of the land 
site for the proposed 
warehouse for some weeks. 

The railroad has optioned 
some 40 acres of an 160-acre 
Industrial Park to the firm. The 
site is located at Wick and 
Inkster Roads. 

In May, 1968, the Township 
Board indicated a willingness 
to take action that would 
initiate the project under 
Michigan Industrial 
Development Revenue Bond 
Act. 

UNDER PROVISIONS of 


the act, the township would 
issue revenue bonds in an 
amount not to exceed $5 
million for the purpose of 
paying the cost of acquiring and 
constructing an .industrial 
building (warehouse) for the 
firm together with necessary 
site and necessary equipment 
and machinery. 

Then the industrial building 
and site would be leased to 
Great Scott Supermarkets, Inc. 

The bonds would not be a 
general obligation of the 
Township, Bizek stated, and 
will in no event be payable 
from any taxes or other funds 
of the Township, but will be 
payable solely and only from 
the rentals to be paid by Great 
Scott, and other revenue 
derived from the industrial 
building arid site and 
machinery and equipment. 
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Chamber of Commerce. 
Discussion was held on 
cooperating with the Chamber 
but no officials decision was 
made. 

A MOTION offered at the 
meeting to the effect that if 
the school board would not 
negotiate by June 10 and have 
a con tract ready for 
ratification by June 1 1, 
teachers would not be in 
school on June 12. This 
attempt was “soundly 
defeated.” 

It was reported that the 
teachers are “very irritated". 
They hold that teachers under 
provisions of the Michigan 
Tenure Law are still employes 
of the school system. 

This act provides for proper 
notice (by letter) by the school 
board to teachers when they 
are to be laid off or cut from 
the teaching staff. It is charged 
by the Association that notices 
were not given in accordance 
with the Tenure Act. 

A resolution stating that 
unless people who are now in 
the employ of the school 
system are not employed in the 
fall opening of school, teachers 
will not return to work if they 
are illegally discharged, was 
approved. 

The Association’s meeting 
with the school board set for 
June 13 was delayed until 
Friday, June 14.

ROMULUS - A Millage 
Increase Proposition proposed 
by Romulus Community 
Schools was defeated in 
Monday’s School Election. 
Voters rejected the millage 
hike by a vote of 707 to 395, 
unofficial election returns 
showed. 

Total vote cast was 
considered light by election 
officials. The school district 
has some 5,800 registered 
voters. 

The School Board sought 
approval of a three mill (3) 
levy on state equlaized 
property valuation for 1968 
school year only, and for a five 
(5) mill levy of state equalized 
property valuation for a 
five-year period from 1969 to 
1972.

superintendent, reported, will 
have a deficit in excess of 
$100,000 at the end of the 
fiscal year, June 30.

$60,000 for salary and wage 
increments due next year 
would be needed.

Fourth Try 
By Huron 
Is Rejected 

NEW BOSTON - For the 
fourth time since June, 1967, 
voters in Huron School 
District, Monday, rejected a 
Millage Increase Proposition 
that included a renewal millage 
request, unofficial returns 
reported. 

Of the township’s vote 
registry of approximately 
2,700, a total of 1,129 
persons cast ballots in 
defeating the proposed millage 
by a vote of 580 to 540. 

School officials were 
“tremendously” disappointed 
by the defeat as the millage 
requested was termed “vital” 
for school operations.

THE SCHOOL BOARD had 
urged approval of a proposed 
10-mill tax levy of each $1,000 
of assessed property valuation, 
state equalized. 

The proposal included a mill 
hike of five (5) mills and a 
renewal of five (5) mill* 
expiring this year. This millage

the tfuron School Disbict to 
bring its program up to 
necessary minimum standards. 

The present school levy 
stands at 10.9 mills which 
included the five mills renewal. 

Huron school voters 
returned to the School Board 
incumbents: Rene F. Campau, 
45, of 32230 Sibley road, 
Romulus, owner of the Midas 
Muffler Company of 
Southgate. He ran as the only 
candidate for the two-year 
term.. He was appointed last 
May 12 to succeed Kenneth 
Edwards, who resigned. 

And Leo Kyko, of 18904 
Hannan road. 

Mrs. Mildred L. Bennett, 50, 
of 28111 JBrandes, Flat Rock, 
was elected on her first race for 
the school board. Both were 
elected to the two four-year 
terms. 

Campau led the vote totals 
with a vote of 697; Kyko 
received 621 votes and Mrs. 
Bennett received 492.

City Vote 
Date Set 

ROMULUS - Residents of 
Romulus Township will again 
vote on the question of 
incorporation of the township 
into a city, Edmund Bizek, 
supervisor, announced last 
week. 

The Wayne County Board 
of Supervisors scheduled the 
election for Nov. 5, 1968, date 
of the General Election. 

Petitions seeking 
incorporation were filed last 
December by a citizens group 
composed of township 
businessmen and homeowners. 

A previous attempt by 
citizens, led by Edmund Bizek, 
to incorporate Romulus into a 
city was defeated by the voters 
1,195 to 773 in August, 1966.

Deadline for candidates to 
file for position on the 
nine-member Charter 
Commission is to be 
announced at a later date, 
Bizek stated.

If voters vote approval, it 
doesn’t mean a new city but 
setting up the commission to 
prepare a charter that will 
again be presented to the 
voters, Bizek said.

O ur big geography book 
told us a lifetime ago, 
that lumber was 
Michigan’s chief product. After 
the big Chicago fire, in 1871, 
Michigan took credit for the 
rebuilding of Chicago, with 
lumber hauled from our lake 
ports. At the peak of pine 
logging, sawmills screamed day 
and night in the lake ports 
from Saginaw around to Lake 
Michigan and south to 
Muskegon, which was known 
as the Queen of Lumber 
Towns. 

The roaring days of pine 
began after the Civil War. 
Camps operated only in the 
winter for some years. Then 
came railroad logging, summer 
logging with big wheels, 
although famous rivers such as 
the Au Sable, Boardman, 
Manistee continued to carry 
logs down to the mills until the 
last pine was cut.

held first place as a center of 
sin until the distinction was 
claimed for Seney in the Upper 
Peninsula. Eventually Michigan 
succumbed to respectability 
and to find revelry 
unrestrained you had to cross 
the border to Hurley, 
Wisconsin. 

Tales of a dive in Saginaw 
equipped with a trap door for 
the disposition of corpses and 
the sterotyped account of 
lumberjack fights that wound 
up with the winner stomping 
the loser with river boots 
studded with needle-sharp 
spikes. They were a part of a 
legend that still survives. 

A factual account of how 
logging affected Michigan’s 
outdoor resources might well 
go back to the elimination of 
grayling from the Au Sable. 
Spring log drives that scooped 
out grayling spawning beds are 
believed to have hastened the 
extinction of a species that 
drew anglers to Michigan from 
places as distant as the British 
Isles. 

However, the over-all effect 
of timer cutting has been to 
greatly improve wildlife 
habitat. Solid forest does not 
support game. When cedar 
swamps were divested of trees 


suitable for poles and ties lush 
second growth provided ideal 
winter forage for deer. 

The next boost for the deer 
herd came with big hardwood 
operations at the turn of the 
century. Second-growth helped 
launch the miraculous upshoot 
in deer population. White 
clover, brought in with horse 
feed, provided a lush fare for 
ruffed grouse. After fire was 
brought under control, half a 
century ago, Michigan’s 
northern counties became a 
paradise for game. 

* * • 

FOREST PRODUCTS are 
still highly important to the 
economy of many northern 
communities. Pulpwood 
cutting provides additional 
deer forage, from tops and 
second growth. 

From woodcock to wild 
turkey, from cottontail to elk, 
Michigan game is in fair 
abundance. Rising human 
pressure might eventually bring 
about disaster if conservation 
measures were not rigorously 
applied. There is every reason 
to hope that future generations 
will enjoy a wildlife heritage 
richer than we had reason to 
expect at the turn of the 
century.

TV Study Airs Responses

If you Live in Royal Oak, 
Warren or Dearborn, the 
chances are very high that you 
have bought a gun to "protect” 
yourself in the urban crisis, a TV 
study series indicated.

social change, rather than 
violence, can serve everybody’s 
best interest.

Seventeen percent of all 
participants in Southeastern 
Michigan said they knew of 
neighbors who had made such 
purchases.

IN ROYAL OAK, however, 
the number of participants who 
knew of neighbors who had 
bought guns was a whopping 77 
percent. This was gleaned from 
move than 1,000 Royal Oak 
residents participating on 103 
discussion groups. 

In WarTen, where there has 
been tension over Negroes 
moving in, the figure was 74 
percent, and in nearly all-white 
Dearborn it was 59 percent. 

In extreme Northwest Detroit 
and Redford Township, 
however, the figure dropped to 
a little over seven percent, and it 
was just over five percent in Ann 
Arbor and Romeo. In Lake 
Orion it was zero. 

Of all respondents, 5 1 percent 
felt that person-to-person 
contacts between blacks and 
whites would dispel false myths 
about Negro inferiority. 

In Center Line, however, 
nobody expressed a desire for 
such contacts, and in Roseville 
and St. Clair Shores, the figures 
were 1 1 and 1 2 percent. 

In Milford, however, 88 
percent expressed a desire for 
such contacts, of 37 percent 
above the norm, and in 
Ypsilanti and integrated 
Dearborn Heights, the figures 
were 78 and 66 percent 
respectively. 

MEANTIME, THE third 
program, shown Monday, June 


10, sought to describe the Negro 
ghetto in terms that would 
dispel unfounded white fears of 
black power and increase 
understanding of the 
self-determination movement. 

Under the direction of Arthur 
Alpert, New York producer, the 
documentary described the 
Negro ghetto as a powerless 
community. 

"We sought to portray the 
ghetto, not a place that is all 
black, or where people suffer 
from miserable living 
conditions," Alpert said, "but 
as a place where people lack the 
power to improve their lives. 

"We tried to tie it to white 
society and how that society has 
the power to change things. 
After all, the Kemer report 
stated that white society is 
involved in the ghetto, 
perpetuates and condones it. 

* m * 

THE FOURTH program, to 
be telecast next Monday, June 
17, will cover the many efforts 
now being made in 
Southeastern Michigan to 
Improve conditions, both those 
In which whites are 
participating, and self-help 
programs being carried on by 
Negroes alone. 

During the program, Dr. W. H. 
Ferry, of the Center for the 
Study of Democratic 
Institutions, Santa Barbara, and 
Dr. Carl Gregory, of Wayne 
State University, will discuss the 
question of self-determination 
for Negroes. 

Dr. Gregory, a Negro, also 
directs Detroit’s Inner City 
Business Improvement Forum, 
a black movement helped with 
white capital.

$ McCoy Air Force Base: 

D AY AFTER DAY headlines of the nations 
press blare forth with stories of the war 
against communism In Southeast Asia. 
News wires crackle constantly with the statistics 
of missions and strikes by bombers and fighters 
flown by the U.S. Air Force. 

Strongly stressed are statements of how 
and why the communist hordes must be checked 
and beaten far from the shores of our nation 
as the bitter toll in the number of dead and 
wounded Americans rises to new heights every 
day. 

Somehow with the shooting war going on, 
most Americans never stop to think, or even 
realize, that right here, under our noses, 
we are confronted with a large, fully communist 
controlled satellite. 

Less than 90 miles from the shores of United 
States at Miami. 

Cuba under full communist control, brought 
this nation to the brink of war in 1963 when 
a Russian military buildup was detected there. 
A type of missile buildup that would have 
endangered every corner of the United States. 

Early detection from the air paid off for 
the free world, and to this date the day and 
night vigilance has been in force. 

The tremendous responsibility for this endless 
vigilance falls to one of the key groups of the 
USAF. Very seldom in the news, almost for- 
gotten, but always on guard, 24 hours a day, 
they are the officers, men, and aircraft of the. . . 
966th Airborne Early Warning and Control 
Squadron, (ADC). 

Stationed currently at McCoy Air Force 
Base in Florida under the command of Col, 
Henry L. Timmermans, the 966th maintains 
a constant patrol of vigilance over Castro's 
Cuba. 

Their basic mission as the military would 
state it, is, "to provide airborne radar sur- 
veillance and tactical control of air defense 
weapons in the designated areas of the East 
Coast which would include extension of the 
air defense seaward combat zone by detection

and tracking of airborne vehicles. The engage- 
ment and destruction of hostile targets, be It 
aircraft or surface ships, with assigned inter- 
ceptor weapons. 

In essence, the 966th fly their giant odd- 
ball looking EC121D four-engined Lockheed 
Constellation aircraft far ahead of any range 
of our land-based radar to detect any unidenti- 
fied ship or aircraft approaching American 
shores. 

The EC-121D, plainly speaking is a giant 
‘•Airborne Radar Station.” Its oddness is evident 
as unlike its civilian sister, the Super Con- 
stellation airliner, the EC-121D has a tall shark 
fin radome on the top of the fuselage. Belov 
the wings is another broad, massive radome. 
However while lacking in aerodynamic beauty 
design, the EC-121D more than makes up with 
the tremendous long range and low altitude 
target detection capabilities. 

The aircraft fully' loaded carries over six 
tons of radio and radar equipment alone. The 
manv special radar stations, or small offices, 
as they are referred to, aboard the aircraft 
are manned by a crew of 17 officers and en- 
listed men. 

Each man on board is a highly trained, 
dedicated specialist. Each station is manned 
for a special area or target the patrol is 
covering. 

Fast teamwork and calculation must be 
flawless when seconds count after a "blip" 
appears on any of the radar scopes on the 
aircraft. The exact opncrranhirAl Inoat inn kac 


to be fixed within seconds. This information 
is instantly relayed to coastal radar facilities 
where identification personnel are given less 
than two minutes to decide whether the target 
is a friendly aircraft which had failed to file 
a flight plan or an unidentified "questionable" 
track that must be Immediately investigated. 

If the target is declared "unknown". . . 
supersonic fighters of either the Air Force, 
Navy or Marines are ordered to "scramble" 
into the air to take a close look. As the 
scrambled fighters leave the coast, their control 
is then placed Into the hands of "controller" 
officer on the EC-121 who gives the fully 
armed-fighter aircraft directions as to where 
to intercept and indentity the "unknown bogey" 
target that was picked up on the radar blip. 

If the "bogey" were an enemy, the fighter 
aircraft would immediately engage It in battle. 
If the target proved friendly, identification 
information would be relayed at once to 
appropriate channels on the ground.

1961 to add a big strong arm extension sea- 
ward from Florida and over the narrow 90 
miles of water separating the U.S. from Cuba 

The aerial surveillance Is never broken through- 
out the around-the-clock patrols. 

Most of the personnel are veterans of South- 
east Asia, which most of us refer to as, 
Vietnam. The 966th also has been awarded* 
the Air Force Outstanding Unit Award, three 
times since 1962. 

They are part of the 552 AEW & C Wing 
^rational control of the 
32nd NORAD/CONAD Region with head- 
quarters at Gunter Air Force Base, Montgomery, 
Alabama.

Under the 
direction of the personnel from 
the Reading and Guidance 
Center, small group classes have 
been organized. These classes 
have centered around the 
development of specific reading and refreshments, 
skills, and reading The health center 

comprehension. 

A Cross-Grade program has 
also been conducted whereby 
an older student assisted a 
younger student with his 
reading problems. This program 
has not only helped to foster 
reciprocal reading gains, but has 
afforded the older child the 
opportunity to not only 
develop self-responsibility but 
to feel worthwhile and needed 
as well.”

FOR THE PAST TWO 
YEARS, the Van Buren Title I 
Center sponsored, free of 
charge, an intensive summer 
reading program. The purpose 
of these summer programs was 
to continue and extend the 


reading and social growth made 
by the participants during the 
school year. However, due to 
the lack of funds we WI LL NOT 
be able to offer these services 
this summer. 

In the past year, two 
additional components were 
added to the elementary 
curriculum on the experimental 
basis. These two components 
were STUDENT 
SELF-RESPONSIBILITY and 
GROUP PROBLEM-SOLVING. 
Student Self-Responsibility and 
Group Problem-Solving skills 
were coorelated with and 
reinforced through the 
academic subjects. 

It was the opinion of many 
parents and teachers that

County Sheriff Gets OK 
To Purchase Equipment 


The Wayne County Sheriffs 
Depart ment has been 
authorized to purchase S40.043 
worth of additional equipment 
to protect the area outside 
Detroit in the event of civil 
disturbances. 

The County Board of 
Supervisors authorized the 
purchase at a meeting June 4. 

The supervisors acted after a 
report from the board's 
Sheriffs Committee described 
the equipment as “absolutely 
essential to properly and 
minimally equip the Sheriffs 
deputies to provide adequate 
protection in the event of civil 
disorder in the out-county 
area." 

• • ♦ 

DELETED FROM the Ust by 


the Sheriffs Committee was a 
$3,4 10 item for purchase of five 
AR-15 automatic rifles. The 
item was deleted as a result of 
objections that the rifles are too 
powerful for use in civilian 
situations. 

Approved for purchase was a 
total of 143 rifles and shotguns; 
enough teargas-like Chemical 
Mace to equip 143 officers; 10 
armored vests; plus helmets, 
shields, heavy gloves and 
combat boots for 90 men. The 
items also include 10 walkic 
talkies and six electric 
megaphones. 

However, the board’s Ways 
and Means Committee 
requested a technical report on 
the properties of Chemical Mace 


and its effects on humans.

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Opponents to Supervisors Plan Lose Round 


Suburban opponents of anew 
26-member Wayne Countv 
Board of Supervisors met at 
least temporary defeat June 4, 



when Circuit Judge lames N. 
Canham ruled against a law- 
suit initiated b> Dearborn 
Heights Ma.vor John L. Canfield. 

The suit will be appealed 
to the Michigan Court of 
Appeals, but unless the new 
legal attack is successful, it 
appears that the Aug. 6 primary 
will be a prelude to drastic 
revision of the county govern- 
ing body. 

The Dearborn Heights law- 
suit, joined by numerous other 
suburban communities, charged 


that the reapportionment 
committee which devised the 
26-district plan was illegally' 
constituted, claiming that the 
commission membership was 
illegal because the two party 
chairmen (Democrat and 
Kepublican) were ‘'neither 
statutory chairmen nor appoint- 
ed by the State Central 
Committee chairmen of the two 
parties." 

Judge Canham held that the 
plaintiffs were guilty of laches, 
a legal term meaning that they 
waited too long to excercise 
their legal rights. Judge 


Canham said the plaintiffs 
"slept on their rights too long." 

Linder state law, any citizen 
had 30 days to either appeal 
or submit an alternative plan 
or both, following submission 
of the 26-district plan to the 
secretary of state in July, 1967. 

Canfield said the appeal will 
be filed this week. 

The reapportionment action 
stemmed from several recent 
court decisions and from a 
recent legal opinion by Attorney 
General Frank Kelley declaring 
that the one-man, one-vote rule 


must be implemented by 
January, 1969. 

The present board of super- 
visors has 130 members, and 
all county governmental units 
are represented. The 26- 
district plan provides for 17 
supervisors from the city of 
Detroit, leaving only nine 
representatives of out-county 
cities and townships. Opponents 
of the plan charge that the plan 
is based on an outdated census, 
and that out -county areas now 
comprise more than 50 percent 
of the county population. 
Opponents also charge that 


district lines under the new plan 
are frequently gerrymandered 
across local boundaries. 

The 26-district plan was 
devised by a special commis- 
sion set up in accordance with 
an apportionment law passed by 
the Legislature in 1966, which 
allows for a 35-member board 
of supervisors. Most suburban 
officials favor a 35-district 
plan. 

Unless the appeal of the 
Dearborn Heights suit is 
successful, a new county board 
will be elected in the Aug. 6 


primary and the Nov. 5 general 
election under the 26-district 
plan. 

Under the district plan, one 
member of the new board would 
be elected directly' form each 
district on a partisan basis. 
Members of the present board 
are appointed representatives 
of cities and townships, rather 
than directly elected represen- 
tatives of the voters. 

Under a bill awaiting Gov. 
Romney's signature, the filing 
deadline would be extended from 
June 17 to July 2.
